Quite a number ol 
furnaces are not being pushed to the 
physical limit of production, but this 
is frequently duo to shortage of men, 
on account of the 
epidemic, 
rather 


than shortage of coke. One thing that 
has helped the blast furnaces is the 
weather, as with the lo-w and uniform 
humidity the coke consumption per 
ton of pig iron is below the'average.
